The prior rejections are withdrawn in view of amendment. The closest prior art 
regarding the newly claimed scope is Kelsey et al. (US 5,071,812), which discloses RIM 
processes of monomers including norbornadiene wherein the catalyst and cocatalyst 
are added as separate components in monomer streams. However, the borates 
disclosed in the reference are all borohydrides, with particular preference to BH 4 ". In 
contrast, the only permissible borates within the scope of the instant claims correspond 
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to those set forth as formulas II and III at page 27, and do not include the borohydrides 
of the reference.
